PreHJdeiit Addison Manpiti, of 
tlio Hoard of VisitorH of the 
VirKJiiiii Scltool for the Doaf and 
tlie lilind, has just siihiiiilted to 
(4ovi>nior Wyl'^i" 'lis annual report, 
afdouijjariyinK tlio rejjort of Siipiu- 
inlondenl IJowlos. 1 iiavo not soon 
tlio report, which is now in tlie 
hands of tlui printer, l)Ut from a 
lliehniond pap<>r I yet tlie follow- 
in)^ extract : 

\)KAF AND IILINI). 

President A. Miuipiii, of tlie Vlr«lnia 
Scliool for the Deiifand the HHnd, ha« 
Hiibinltl.i'd, on helialf of the hoanl of visitors, 
the reporter for the (jnarter endiiiK Sep- 
tember !«)th. 

'I'he session of IHld)— 1900 opened mosr. 
aiispieioiisly on t he Bth of September, there 
l)einK a larKer enrollment of piipilH than at 
the irommeucement of any session in the 
liislory of the school. 'I'he number now in 
atten(lanee is W7, whioh is (in increase over 
four years a^o of about 44 pc-r cent. 

I'reHidenI Manpin says; "The school is 
deeiile<lly on the up-Rrade, the persoiniol be- 
iiiK far abov<" the avc^HUe of past sessions, 
and most excellent work is beioKdonein 
every <lepartmeut. Since the larKe increase 
of the i>npils the shops are not HUlIiciently 
lar^e. lor in them the boys ai'e taUK'it use- 
ful trades, siu'li ascariientry, niattress-mak- 
ioK, siioenijikiuK, taiioriuK, etc. Therefore 
It is all-important that, there should l)e 
more room for this branch of Instruction, 
as in after years tho.se who would be de- 
pendent up<iii relatives or a |>ublie ehar){(^ 
witliout the knowledKc thus ac(iuired, are 
Helf-.>'U|)orliuK citizens." 

Atti^iition isdirccted to the need of greater 
facilities, and the statement that a deticit 
iif 1t:i,r>l(l.l4 lias ac<'umulated ilurinvt the 
past tlirce years. The r(«i)ort (M)nclu<les; 

" When it is rememlM-red that the appro- 
priation was#H7,5(H) pel' annum when there 
were <M) pufiils fewer than at present, when 
we are re(reivln(i; only f Ml KID per annum, it 
will be seen at once that we must either 
send home some of the pupils or be Kiveii 
mon^ money to defray tiie expense actually 
necessary. We know the the superinten- 
dent to be a man of line exe<Mitive ability, 
economical, and desirous of wisely expend- 
ing the funds at bis disposal, and in his 
iudiiinent, as in ours, it will require at 
least MOjtXK) per aniiiini to support the 
school this session." 

In antitripiition of an inerea.sed 
apiwopriation, Kditor Enritt in the 
last Uoodmm OazMe says : 

We have ever^ reason to believe that tlie 
IjeKislature which meets in December will 
kIvcs us the apiM'opriation aski'd for, an<l if 
we are not disappointed, next summer will 
be a busy time at the Institution.

We refrain from divulKliiK secrets, but 
if our expe<'tatlons are realized, ^reat im- 
provements will have been made here t)y 
the opening of another .session When we 
ri'iid of tiie liaiidHoiiieni'w biiililinKsalready 
(■.(impletcd at the Ohio, MichiKan, anil 
North (iarolina Institutions, and the im- 
jirovements planned or under way at other 
Hcliools for the deaf, we urow just a little 
lilt Jealous and are all the more 'determined 
to put forth every cIToit to Ki'i>|> up wit h 
the proncHsion. 

At. tlie oleetion lieid 'I'lK'sd.iy, liu^ 
Statu i<i'j.jislature wotil ov(>rwiielni- 
in^ly Denioeratic. It woidd be 
iiard t<» predict juHt winit is K"i'iK 
to turn uj) in tiiat. Iiody tliis winter 
eoncerninn the Staunton Seliool. 
Its always the unexpoeted that hap- 
pons. 

At the last session two years a>j;o, 
a hill was intfodueed requiring thai 
lh<> male and fenuile l)e schooled 
se])arat(dy, or sonu^thiiiK to that 
effect. It created a Hnmll-siztHl 
Hen.Hation, and to offset the nniller 
anothet hill was inlrodueed at the 
solicitation of c<'r1)tin parities provid- 
ing foi the ediHvition oftluMh'af 
n<i«roes. The matter was not flush- 
ed, however. Siiic(( that tinn' the 
Seimtor, who introduced the latter 
nM^asure, has been shot and killed. 

The deaf of the Stale have, it 
seems, found out that the law- 
makers are really ea^cvr and willing; 
to chtiin|>ion their measures, wht^- 
Ihcr lh<>y lit^ rank foolishness or r(>a- 
soiial>l(t. The j^reat invest ijfation 
of four years ap), broujfht all this 
out. Before that time the Vir^tiuian 
tieaf wore made to ludievt* the 
T.,eKislat lire's members did not care 
ti snap of tht^ir little (inp>r for their 
(the fleaf's) opinions. This is all 
chaiJf^ed now, and it seems as if th(> 
most foolish and ignorant deaf man 
in tlm State, can sthrt anythiiig by 
writinjr to or n;oinjr to see the law- 
mak(<rs. 

This will iit>vei tlo. Tim more 
iiitelliii^ent deaf in Viririnia will 
always " sit down upon" anything 
her(*aft,er tliat. is Hprunj; by poorly 
ediHMited mutes, who do not know 
nor understand the j^ravity of 
thiiiffs they wildly (diampion. Tlie 
inlidlij^eiil (dass is " in the saddle," 
and it's K<>'"K •<> stay there now, 
come what will.

Mr. Mays left his homt* Monday 
inoniin/,', AuK'iHt a 1st, and went to 
his work at loatlinn; cars for 1h(( 
lionffdale Iron ('ompany. He had 
Hnishetl his work and assisted in 
coupling? tlie loaded train of cars at 
i* A.M., and stalled down (he track, 



not knowing that an extra train 
was coming in over the narrow- 
gaiiije railroad. This extra was 
running at a high rate of speed. 
The engine struck Mr. Mays, 
kno(;king him some distance in the 
air, ami, in striking the earth, his 
head struok an iron bolt lying near 
the track. His head was fractur- 
ed, and he never regained con- 
sciousness, dying at p.m. 

Mr. Martz, father of Mrs. Mays, 
has instituted a suit against the 
liongdale Iron Co. for diimages.

Hut on get- 
ting home from our little "J'^Si" 
we <!onsid<u'<>d that our prt>s(mce on 
the gridiron wouldn't hel|) our deaf 
friends any, so we riMnained at 
hoiiK! Sunday morning following 
the game of tlie ev(>ning b(<fore, we 
wer<^ figre(>al>ly surprised to sci^ the 
big betid lint's in the moining pa- 
pers : " Gallaudet Won From Uni- 
versity." The accounts religious- 
ly refrained from saying lh(> (^til- 
laiid««1s were the deaf college team. 
Very few people really know who 
(iallandet is. Yours truly, how- 
ever, lost no tinu! in making known 
to his hearing friend sports that his 
deaf brethren had givtMi the Uni- 
versity its (irst def<^at. 'I'hey were 
of course somewhtit skeptical, but 
wln>n ehall(Miged to loctile (talhiu- 
det ('olhige, they surrendertMl, not 
being able to rectill where or what 
it was. How for " (4all!iiidet Na- 
tional Doaf-Mute ('ollt^gt^ " as a 
name ? 

Superintendent and Mrs Bowles 
wen< in Richmond last week during 
tJie festivities incident to the 
launching of the torpedo boat 
Shubrick. Your corrt^spondent was 
Ihcrt* also, but did not have th(> 
hood fofluiH> of meetinsr I he 
.•Miperiiiieiment.

The deaf boys a( the school have 
oi'Uanized " the Virginia School 
Dtdiating CMub," with Mr. Kzrti 
llcnn(\ tilt* new heiiring teacher of 
the High Class, as patron. It has 
not been a <lozen years since the 
famous" Gooilson Litertiry Society" 
was lunning in full blast among 
the "big boys" of the deaf-mute 
deparlnuMit. How viviilly we rtulill 
the (exciting debates and the (contests 
for meilals, how Joe Broyles, with a 
stamp of his foot, recited Patrick 
Henry's " (}iv«< me Libeity or give 
mo Death" oi tit ion ; how in a joint 
debate we shouldered single-imnded 



the aflirinative of "Resolved, that 
Love is stronger than Hatred ;" how 
we thought we pitched into it with 
gloves otr, and among other things 
declared that the love of whiskey 
by thousands showed that lore was 
the stronger ; how "Jumbo" Jones 
started out to tell how hatred was 
the stronger by fifartiny to tell the 
story of Joseph and his lilind father, 
but before he got half way to the 
point where it could be really un- 
doistood what he was tiiming at, 
Presid(>nt Tucker's gavel came 
down to remind him that his ten 
minutos had expired, but Jumbo, 
being deaf and possibly not caring 
to have to stop in the midst of his 
discussion, kept i>ii until the 
president pulletl him by the coat- 
tail and cjilled him down ! Then 
for the judge's decision. But they 
would not tell us — they did not 
want to spoil our enjoyment of the 
party of ice-cream ami cake with 
the girls ; how we watched the next 
issue of tiie town's weekly paper, to 
see which side had won, and were 
condrmed in our siisiiic-ioim that the 
negative sitle (or hatred) w.vs 
awarded what trlory it. could get 
out of such a deiMsion. 

But the " drinking contingent " 
was then in control of affairs and — 
ring down the curtain! But we 
shall tell some more "tales out of 
school " by tind by.
